Washington, August 24.—Secretary 
Baker will take no action on the riot- 


ing in Houston, Texas, in which negro 
regular troops were concerned, until 
the report of the board of inquiry into 
the incident has been received. What- 
ever is done, he said late today, would 
be based upon the findings of that 
board.

Only a brief report on the Houston 
incident had come tonight from Major 
General Parker, commanding the 
southern department, and officials pro- 
fessed ignorance of General Parker's 
order transferring the troops involved. 
The message gave no details of the 
rioting, and said the cause of the out- 
break was unknown at the time the 
message was sent. .The department 
directed that full particulars be for- 
warded promptly, but as order had 
“men restored when the first message 
was sent, it was assumed General 
Parker would attempt to clear up the 
origin of the disorder before supple- 
menting his first report. 

Drastic Measures Likely. 

That regular troops 
volved in the rioting means that dras- 
tic measures of a disciplinary nature 
will be taken when the facts are 
known. The fact that the outbreak oc- 
curred during a war makes the situa- 
tion far more serious than it otherwise 
would be. Drumhead court-martial law 
could be applied; but, on the other 
hand, the government may feel in- 
clined to leave punishment of offend- 
ers against civil laws to the civil au- 
thorities. 

The departmest expects a very care- 
ful investigation to be made by the 
board of inquiry, which will bring to 
light the exact causes of the rioting 
and show what share, if any, peace offi- 
cers or other civilians had in precipi- 
tating the trouble as well as fixing the 
degree of guilt of every soldier in- 
volved. 

It is regarded as probable that the 
entire question of sending colored 
troops to southern states for training 
will be brought up in congress before 
the department receives its final re- 
port. Governor Manning, of south 
Carolina. saw Secretary Baker a few 
days ago to submit a formal protest 
against he sending of negro units of 
the natiénal guard or national army to 
Camps in that state for training, and 
southern members of congress who 
were at the war department today held 
similar Senator Sheppard, of 
Texas, said he would recommend that 
no negro troops be sent into Texas 
other than those raised in the state.

Another organized move by op- 
ponents of the selective draft met with 
defeat last night when prominent East 
Point citizens converted an anti-con- 
scription meeting into’a lively patriotic 
rally.

That part of the original resolution 
providing for the transmission of a 
copy to Thomas Watson to be publish- 
ed in The Jeffersonian was permitted 
to remain in the amended and adopt- 
ed resolution. 

Lost Control of Meeting. 

Thursday morning there appeared on 
the streets of East Point small hand- 
bills announcing last night’s meeting 
in the city hall, advertising it as a 
free and open discussion of opposition 
to the war, conscription and other 
matters.

Bill to Be Greater. 

The United States has paid out for 
its own needs since it entered the war 
$776,990,086, of which $741,156,765 was 
‘spent in military and naval adminis- 
trative functions. 

The bill will be greater during the 
coming few months by many hundreds 
of millions of dollars. Contracts placed 
for the whole range of needed supplies 
for the army and navy, from food and 
clothing for soldiers and sailors to big 
guns and railway equipment, will call 
for the expenditure of billions of dol- 
lars in the aggregate. On many of 
these contracts not a penny has yet 
been expended. 

At the present time the government 
is spending a sum estimated at from 
$5,000,000 to $6,000,000 daily above the 
current receipts from ordinary sources. 
The treasury statement for today, an 
exceedingly light day for  disburse- 
ments, shows the total of $7,750,566. To- 
tal receipts from ordinary sources, un- 
usually high, were $3,312,225. 

The $2,000,000,000 Liberty Loan, of 
which approximately $300,000,000 yet 
is to be paid in by subscribers, and the 
sale of short-time certificates of in- 
debtedness in anticipation of the next 
bond offering have made possible the 
expenditures. 


OVER 20,000 AUSTRIANS 
CAPTURED BY ITALIANS 


Continued From First Page. 


Italians yesterday stormed new Aus- 
trian positions, broke up violent coun- 
ter attacks made “by the enemy and 
took a large number of Austro-Hunga- 
rian prisoners. 

More than twenty thousand prison- 
ers, the war office statement’ says, 
have been removed from the Austro- 
Italian front by the Italians. 

The text reads: 

“The battle is continuing. We have 
carried new positions, broken up the 
enemy’s violent counter attacks and 
have captured a large number of pris- 
oners. 

“Altogether, up to the present, we 
have removed from the battle front 
more than 500 officers and 20,000 men, 
about sixty guns, mostly of medium 
caliber, numerous trench mortars and 
machine guns and a large quantity of 
war material. 

“On high, our aviators, with untiring 
elation and giving the enemy no truce, 
have bombarded his massed troops and 
have carried destruction into his lines 
of communication by dropping fifteen 
tons of bombs. 

“On the Trentino front, where the 
enemy persists in his fruitless attempts 
to create a’ diversion, we completely 
repulsed patrols in the Guidicarie and 
storming parties in the Lagarina valley 
and at Mont Croce. 

“Albania: During the night of Tues- 
day in a lively encounter on the right 
bank of the Middle Voyusa river, one 
of our patrols almost destroyed an 
enemy party. The few survivors were 
taken prisoners.” 


GERMANS FORCED 
TO YIELD HILL 304, 
ON VERDUN FRONT 


Grand Headquarters of the French 
Army, August 24.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Hill 304, the last remaining 
important stronghold of the Germans 
fronting Verdun, fell into French hands 
at dawn today. The French infantry, 
who had almost encircled the hil! in 
previous attacks, charged the German 
positions in a brilliant dash and car- 
ried them by storm, capturing the re- 
mainder of the Germans entrenched 


there. 

Not content with this splendid 
achievement, the French advanced a 
further 2,000 yards and made posses- 
sion of the hill doubly secure. Hill $04, 
together with Le Mort Homme, com- 
mands all the ravines and approaches 
as far as Douaumont. The losg of these 
positions deprives the Germans of all 
observatories from which they could 
watch the French movements. 


Paris, August 24.—The French made 
@n attack this morning on the left 
bank of the Meuse, between Avocourt 
wood and Dead Man Hill. The war of- 
fice announces the capture of Hill 304, 
Camard wood and the fortified works 
between Haucourt wood and Bethin- 
court. The French gained more than 
their objectives, advancin@ to an av- 
erage depth of two kilometers (1% 
miles). 

An attack by the French east of the 
road between PEsnes and Bethincourt 
enabled them to enlarge their posi- 
tions north of Dead Man Hill to the 
extent of a kilometer. 


GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF NOTED HILL. 


Berlin, August 24.—(Via London.)— 
The evacuation by the Germans of Hill 
304, the famous stronghold on the Ver- 
dun front, is announced by the war of-

fice. It is said a weak garrison was 
left there. 

On the British front, the statement 
says, the Germans today wrested from 
their opponents the gains recently made 
by them south of the Ypres-Menin 
road. 

The German general staff reports 
that the British lost 21 tanks during 
futile fighting on Wednesday. Some of 
the occupants of the tanks were made 
prisoners. 

The statement reads: 

“Western Theater—Army Group of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht; In Flanders 
the lively artillery activity in the sec- 
tor between Langemarck and Holle- 
beke only slackened from time to time. 
At some places it again reached the 
strength of drum fire, but up to the 
present it has not been followed by at- 
tacks on a large scale. Only near 
Westhoek did the English carry out a

Wearly this merning we wrested from 
the enemy the gain made by him in the 
recent fighting south of the Ypres- 
Menin road. The lost trenches were 
recaptured and held. 

“In the course of futile attacks on 
Wednesday the English lost twenty- 
one tanks, which lie destroyed before 
our first lines. Some of the occu- 
pants, who had not been killed, were 
taken prisoners. 

“Canadian troops again attempted to 
force their way into Lens and into our 
positions adjacent thereto. In the 
course of stubborn hand-to-hand fight- 
ing we retained all our former lines. 
An enemy attack on the Arras-Douai 
railway line also failed. 

“Army Group of the German Crown 
Prince: On both sides of the River 
Meuse during some hours of the day 
the artillery duel again increased to 
considerable intensity in Avocourt

63 CASES DECIDED 
BY APPEALS BOARD 
AT MEETING FRIDAY 


Members Are Speeding Up 
Work Now, and. Exemp- 
tions Are Being Granted 
in Very Few Cases. 


INDUSTRIAL GROUNDS 
FAIL TO WIN EXCUSES 


Every Atlanta Board Will 
Report Tonight Sufficient 
Men Secured for Quota of 
the City. 


The north Georgia district exemp- 
tion board speeded its machinery 


Friday and passed upon 63 cases, or 
practically twice as many claims for 
exemption as it has passed upon in any 
one day heretofore. The board is ad- 
“‘hering strictly to its announced policy 
of passing upon each case upon its 
merits and requiring a clear showing 
of justifiable exemption before a de- 
cision favorable to an applicant is 
made. » @ 

Out of the 63 cases passed upon Fri- 
day only seven permanent exemptions 
were granted. Three temporary ex- 
emptions were granted, all of these be- 
ing on agricultural grounds.

Atlanta Quota Rendy. 

By tonight every local exemption 
board in Atlanta will be ready with its 
quota of men for the first national 
army—a total of 882 men for the entire 
city. 

Each exemption board will also have 
enough men in reserve to fill the 
places of any men who, for some reason 
or other, failto show up when ordered 
to repért to the board for transporta- 
tidn to the cantonment camps, and who 
might be rejected for physical reasons 
by the army physicians who are to ex- 
amine the men at the cantonments be- 
fore they are finally accepted into the 
national army. 

That every board in the city would 
be ready by tonight, became apparent 
last night when Chairman J. R. Nut- 
ting, of the local exemption board for 
division No. 5 (sixth ward), announced 
that, with the examination of 60 men 
summoned by the division for today, 
enough men would be ready who 
claimed no exemption to fill this divi- 
sion’s quota of 136 men, and suppply 
about 40 men over in reserve. 

Sixteen Men Are Secured. 

Examinations proceeding in this di- 
vision in the past two days have netted 
16 men who claimed no exemption, and 
4 others who are in the training camp, 
who will count in the quota for the 
board, or a total of 20 men. 

This board has previously certified 
84 men. It has about 50 men who 
failed to show up for examinations on 
previous calls, who have not yet been 
certified, but will be certified with 
the bunch -who have claimed no ex- 
emption during this week's exams, to- 
day. 

With the claims that will be denied 
out of the 165 examined this week, 
about 20 more men_ will be obtained, 
Chairman Nutting estimates.

GEN. SUMMERALL LEADS 
FIELD ARTILLERY BRIGADE 


In the 42d Division Ordered to 
France—Brother of Dr. Sum- 
merall, of Atlanta. 


Washington, August 24.—(Special.)— 
Colonel. Charles lelot Summerall, of 
the United States regular army, whom 
President Wilson on August 14 nom- 
inated for the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, is the brother of Dr. W. B. 5um- 
merall, superintendent of the Grady 
hospital of Atlanta. General Summerall 
has been assigned to the command of 
the Field Artillery brigade of the For- 
ty-second Army division, which has 
been ordered to Mineola, Long Island, 
N. Y., #reparatory to embarkation to 
France. The Forty-second Army divi- 
Sion 
soned troops of the national guard from 
Maine to Mexico, and because of the 
continental length of territory from 
which these troops were selected has 
been picturesquely named the “HRain- 
DOW ivision.” There are three bri- 
gades in this division, two infantry and 
one field artillery, all under the su- 
preme command of Major General 
Mann, formerly chief of the Militia 
Bureau of the War Department. 

General Summerall is a graduate of 
the United States Military academy, at 
West Point, being appointed thereto 
from the state of Florida, and has a 
long and distinguished record of serv- 
ice in the regulararmy. He was, for 
several years, professor of artillery 
tactics at West Point, and has, for 
the past two years, been attached to 
the office of the chief of the Militia 
Bureau in Washington. He has seen 
service in several foreign countries and 
as a second lieutenant of artillery took 
part in the American relief expedition 
to the Forbidden City during the Box- 
er uprising, and was cited in official 
accounts of the siege of Pekin for 
bravery in action. His many friends 
and admirers will be pleased to know 
of his appointment to command the 
first brigade of field artillery in the 
first contingent of national guard 
troops to see active service at the 
Euopean battle front. 

General Summerall has only recently 
returned from a six weeks’ tour of 
the allied lines in France, where he 
was sent by the general staff, with 
eight other brother officers, to ob- 
serve military conditions obtaining in 
_ present method of European war- 
are. 

Dr. W. B. Summerall, the brother of 
General Summerall, is the superintend- 
ent of the municipal hospital of At- 
lanta, and is himself a man with a 
military record. Dr. Summerall fs a 
former captain and surgeon of the 
United States army and served active- 
ly in Cuba and the Philippines during 
the Spanish-American war. Dr. Sum- 
merall also served tours of duty in 
China, Japan and Hawali. At the close 
of the Spanish war he retired to civil 
life and has for several years been at 
the helm of affairs of Atlanta's city 
hospital. He is a graduate of the Med- 
ical College of Tulane university, New 
Orleans. 

Leonidas F. Summerall, son of Dr. 
Summerall, and the nephew of Gen- 
eral Summerall, is attached to the ad- 
jutant general’s office, war depart- 
ment, in Washington. Mr. Forrest B. 
Gardner, who has a wide circle of 
friends in Atlanta, is also the nephew 
of General Summerall. Mrs. Meta Sum- 
merall Gardner, a _ sister to General 
Summerall, resides in Eustis, Fla., 
original home of the family.

The Georgia Railway & Power com- 
pany officials have stated that they ex- 
pect to have their single-track line to

will get food quickly and neutrals will 
have some of their wants supplied, 
through an arrangement entered into 
today by the food commission and the 
governments of the neutral European’ 
countries. : 

It was decided to let thirty or more. 
Dutch ships sail at once from an At- | 
lantic port carrying grain owned by ; 
The Netherlands government, on con- 
dition that the greater part of the} 
cargoes shall be used for relief of the 
Belgians. 

It was also announced that the 
Swedish mission had sold at cost 562,- 
000 bushels of wheat in this country 
to the Belgian relief commission. The 
wheat was bought by the Swedish gov- 
ernment last January, and has been 
held in elevators ever since. This will 
gO forward immediately in ships to be 
secured by the Belgian relief commis- 
sion and. will take the cargo space of 
several large freighters. 

' In return, the Swedish government 


will be allowed to ship 270,000 bushels 
of rye of the new American’ crop, 
which wil! be available September 
or October. 

Negotiations in Progress for Weeks. 

Negotiations between United States 
officials and representatives of the 
neutrals have been in progress for sev- 
eral weeks. Proposal was followed by 
counter proposal until at one time it 
looked as if a working agreement was 
an impossibility. 

Norway’s case has been presented by 
the mission headed by Dr. Nansen, and 
complete accord has been reached, it 
is understood, regarding commodities 
to go forward to that country immedi- 
ately. 

Norway needs foodstuffs and has 
shipping to barter. She is willing to 
devote 1,000,000 tons to the service of 
the United States if she can get food 
in return. It is understood that this 
offer, in part, has been accepted. 

One of the propositions made by Hol- 
land was turn over the use of the 
trade of the entente allies a large share 
of her merchant fleet, on condition that 
the ships were not to be sent into the 
danger zone. Norway would let her 
ships go without any such proviso. Hol- 
land maintained that it would be al- 
most commercial suicide to risk her 
ships, as it might cut off her immense 
colonial trade. 

Chevalier Van Rappard, The Nether- 
lands minister, presented the claims 
and needs of his country and negotiated 
until the proposition finally given him 
by Mr. Hoover was of such a nature 
that he advised The Netherlands goav- 
ernment to accept it. There has been 
delayw until there was danger that the 
wheat in the [Dutch ships would rot. 
The agreement is understood to provide 
that one-third of the grain is for Hol- 
land’s own use and the remainder for 
the Belgians. 


United States Gets Use of Ships. 


It is understood, also, that the use 
of the ships will be given this country 
by both Norway and Holland for #uch | 
trade as does not conflict with United | 
States laws, thus’ releasing much! 
American and allied tonnage for the 
carrying of munitions and troops. Con- 
gress probably will be asked to make 
it legal for ships under a foreign flag, 
but with American charter, to engage 
in the coastwise trade. 

What arrangement is to be made to 
meet the needs of Switzerland and 
Denmark could not be learned today, 
but the general understanding is that 
a certain amount of the old crop of 
wheat, with some fats, will be allowed. 
to these countries, as well as to Nor- 
way, Sweden and Holland. 

In every case a promise is obtained 
from the neutrals that no material fur- 
nished them under this agreement is 
to be re-exported to countries with 
whom the allies are at war. The neu- 
trals have contended that nothing was 
exported “in kind,” but one of the main 
difficulties in reaching an agreement 
has been the knowledge that cattle 
fed with American grain were sold 
either on the hoof or as meat to Ger- 
many and that cheese and butter from 
cows fed on forage from America went 
to the central powers.

cars that come under the supervision 


of Superintendent of Municipal Garage | 


J. H. Mulholland, if an ordinance drawn 
up by the ordinance committee of coun- 
cil Friday afternoon meets with the 
favorable approval of council. 

The object of the ordinance is not 
only to standardize the makes of cars 
to be used by the city, but also greatly 
extends the powers of the superintend- 
ent of garages. It gives him absolute 
Sway over every car used in the city 
and requires that every driver of a 
city-owned automobile shall pass an 
examination given by him on the opera- 
tion of an automobile. Before any per- 
son, department head or otherwise, may 
drive a city-owned auto, he must be 
approved by the superintendent. This 
also applies to city policemen. A 

Also all cars used by various de- 
partments, with the exception of the 
fire department, must hereafter get its 
supplies, gasoline and oils from the 
superintendent. 

Alderman Steve R. Johnston's ordi- 
nance, which aims to prohibit any per- 
son who is in any way in the employ 
of a book publishing concern, or who 
receives a commission in any form from 
such concern, from holding office on 
the board of education, was recommend- 
ed by the ordinance committee, and 
will go before council at the next 
meeting. 

Councilman Dolvin’s ordinance pro- 
posing to require every loaf of bread 
to be stamped in some way with its nét 
weight was reported unfavorably by 
the committee.
